Governor McCreary has issued 
a statement in response to the 
letter addressed to him and 
others by Mr. Justus Goebel.

On New Orleans and Pitlsburg 
Route Will Be Organized in the 
Near Future.

Rivermen at t’niontown and 
along the Ohio river are much 
interested in the organization of 
the $3,000,000 corporation which 
proposes to operate passenger 
and freight boats between 
Pittsburg and New Orleans. It 
is believed that the organization 
will be completed within the 
next ten days. 

It is denied thatrailn ad inter- 
ests art* to be affiliated indirectly 
with the new comj any, and at 
the same time it is asserted that 
the time is not far off when rail- 
roads will be compelled either 
bv law or on account of business 
to recognize the large river trans- 
portation companies as competi- 
tors. 

Plans for the new company are 
well advanced, as a statement is- 
sued says the first boat will leave 
Pittsburg fur New Orleans on 
the afternoon of I)ec. 2. This 
will be the packet Queen City, 
now operating in the Pittshurg- 
Cincinnati trade. Tho packet 
Steel City, sister boat to the 
Queen Citv will leave Pittsburg 
later, and eventually there will 
be a third beat placed in the 
trade which will insure a Fitts- 
burg-New Orleans packet from 
both terminals every ten days. 

It is planned within a year to 
place two or three 300 foot steel 
hull packets in the trade. The 
largest boats now plying the 
Ohio river have a length of 3f>5 
feet over all. It is believed f hat 
the venture will be a paying prop 
osition and that much activity in 
river circles will result.

Judge Lincoln sustained the 
demurrer of John Hrintz, admin- 
strator of the estate of L. O. 
Spies to the suit of Louisa Over- 
man who asked $1,000 damages 
on the ground that the deceased 
had entered into an agreement 
to marry her on July 10. 1910. 
and had committed suicide by 
shooting three days before the 
date for the wedding which was 
Oct. 20, following. 

Judge Lincoln held that death 
p its an end to a marriage con 
tract even though caused by 
one’s own hand.

The main stream is 2,500 miles 
in length, that is ahout ten times 
lhat of the Seine. As Mark 
Twain has said, "it is the crook - 
edest river” in the world travel- 
ing 1..‘10U miles to cover the same 
ground that a crow would Hy 
over in <175. For several hun- 
dred miles it is a mile in width. 

Back in HS2 it whs seventy 
miles vide when the Hood was 
highest.
